100 shots which were fired at the 
beast as. it stood over its prostrate 
victim, tearing with mouth, and claws 
at her clothes, and exposed parts .of 
her body.

Southern Pacific Chicanery 


The proposition made by the South- 


ern Pacific, and declined by the Xa- 
vada Commercial League, that Reno 
merchants'prepare a commodity tariff 
schedule which shall bo acceptable to 
them, is nothing short of a plea in 
avoidance of the grant of rate con- 
cessions to this city. Secretary Bride, 
of 
the 
Commercial 
Lague, 
has 


summed up the reasons for declining 
this proposal, in a letter which cannot 
be assailed. If Reno merchants were 
to undertake what the Southern Pa- 
cific asks, it would mean the assump- 
t on of an endless task. For them to 
tnerahul their stocks and list their 
wares, and then classify those wares 
according to railroad tariff schedule 
requirements is work which only tar- 
iff exports can be expected to perform. 
And we doubt if there is in the United 
States a tariff expert who could alone 
perform such a task. 


Classifications and tariff schedules 


are the result of many years of rail- 
road development and evolution. Xo 


, single brain has evolved any consider- 


able portion of a single one of them. 
They are the product of the aggregate 
experience of railroad traffic meji in 
the handling of freight over periods ot 
years. Yet, the Southern Pacific sug- 
gests that Reno merchants, whose fa- 
miliai ity with railroad rate matters 
hat. been necessarily limited to the 
payment 
of exorbitant charges, do 


what no tariff expert could do. 


If the proposal of the Southern Pa- 


cific to grant Reno fair treatment in 
the matter of rates had about it any- 
thing of sincerity, this sort of Chican- 
ery would not be indulged in.

German Scientist TMs-covoi"; Mctlioil 


of Prcrmrins Liquid That Is 


Bacteria 
Proof 


BEP^LIX, Aug. "7—Ekenourg, the 


University of Berlin scientist, has do- 
vised a method by which all the evil 
chat heretofore attended thp produe- 
tion of pulverized milk can be avoid- 
ed. The powdered milk thus obtained 
is tine like flour, and at 
thc> same 


time the taste and odor ot" milk are 
so perfectly preserved that it is impos- 
sible to tell whether the milk has 
been pasteurized or bJiled. "When it is 
desired to make potable milk from the 
powder water is added at a tempjia- 
ture that exceeds the melting point of 
butter fit. After cooling, the milk can 
be treated like the ordinary, even with 
rennet. The milk powder withstands 
the action of bacteria and mold as 
\vell as dampness and heat.

Henry Clews' Review. 


In his weekly review of the market, 
Henry Clews agrees with Jacob Schii'f 
that t,he responsibility for the shrink- 
age in values is not due to the admin- 
istration. He says: 


"The shrinkage in Wall Street val- 


ues has already exceeded $3,000,000,- 
000. This is largely due, not to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's policy or his actions 
in connection with corporations; for 
similar disturbances ha^e taken place 
in London and elsewhere. 
English 


consols, for instance, are lower today 
than they have been in the history of 
the nation. As a matter of fact, we 
have had in this country too much 
prosperity for several years, causing 
an overdoing in all channels of work, 
construction and speculation. In other 
words, there has been too much busi- 
ness for capital, credit 'and transpor- 
tation. 
Values had become inflated, 


and in the meantime there were many 
evidences 
of 
corporate 
dishonesty 


which shocked confidence by the reve- 
lations that cropped out from time to 
time. 


Roosevelt's Policy. 


"Mr. Roosevelt's policy has been 


forced upon him by these develop- 
ments. While the penalty now being 
paid may be bitter for the excesses 
that have taken place, bhe situation 
will be a sounder one in the end and 
all interests will be established oh a 
more conservative basis." 


Mr. Clews objects to fining the cor- 
porations and thinks the individuals 
to blame should be punished. 
"3ig money fines," saul he, "pun- 
ish the innocent stockholders and de- 
preciate values, since thoy threaten 
confiscation; while imprisonment o£ 
the guilty would enhance values, lil't 
our national reputation to a higher 
plane, put our securities on a more 
reliable and honest basis and restore 
confidence at ihome and abroad." 


Credit Situation. 
. 


He finds that the money situation 


is improving cind the banks are in 
good condition. Too mueh business is 
to blame, he declares, for the strin- 
gency in this country and abroad. He 
concludes; 
"The cretin situation just now is 
one that calls for calm judgment. A 
wave of hysteria has passed over the 
Street that should, be overcome and 
beaten down. The country is not on 
the verge of: ruin. It is suffering from 
various excesses and needs a. period 
of diminished activity for recupera- 
tion. The liquidation cure is painful, 
but inevitable, and when completed 
the patient should come out of its 
present state in good Ihealth. 
Those 


who control the purse-strings should 
be calm and self-poised, giving assist- 
ance when needed to concerns of 
proved soundness and earning capac- 
ity and rigidly withholding it from 
those which arc unstable and unduly 
speculative."
